Messrs. Oltnstead and Coniey urge 
that the valleys of Mill Creek and 
C-obbs Creek be made parks, and in 
that connection say: 

" Cobbs Creek Valley, in Haverford 
township, demand more immediate ac- 
tion than Mill Creek, for while little 
encroached upon at present, its land- 
scape is in danger of being seriously 
injured. As an extension of Cobbs 

Creek Park, already in use within the 
city limits, it merits special consid- 
eration b)' the Fnirmount Park Com- 
mission. It is the logical place for the 
only large park serving a large future 
community." 

The importance of zoning is Rtresscd 
by the two experts, and the associa- 
tion's report brings out the fact that 
"Philadelphia is rapidly losing the op- 
l«irt unity of being among the leaders 
in securing zoning regulations. As long 
ago as 1916 Xew York passed the first 
general zoning ordinance.'' The re- 
port continues: 

"The experience of England has 
demonstrated that the building of 
houses at a maximum of 12 to the 
acre, as is done in the garden cities and 
garden suburbs, is a matter than en- 
hances public health. The typical two- 
story, single-family houses built in sol- 
id rooms in Philadelphia will average 
about 40 houses to the acre. Such con- 
centration can lie avoided under zoning 
regulations. ' ' 

In regard to the improvement of the 
Kehuylkill embankments, the "present 
administration is strongly urged to 
seize the opportunity for the greatest 
improvement that any one administra- 
tion could begin. This is urged not 
merely from the point of view of im- 
proving the appearance of the city, but 
also from that of improving the valua- 
tion of city property."

Til is year there -will lie nominated 
and elected one Judge of the Supreme 
Court and District Judges in districts 
where vacancies exist or will occur on 
the lirst Monday in January. l'.l^'J. Com- 
mon Pleas Court Judges will be named 
in those counties for which (lovernor 
Sproul recently appointed Judges after 
approving bills creating new Judges. 
Xew Judges were named for Dauphin, 
Delaware, Westmoreland and Beaver 
counties. 

There are also to be elected this year 
delegates to the proposed Constitutional 
Convention, who will be chosen in the 
same manner as candidates for Con- 
gress. Each political party may nom- 
inate two candidates at the primary 
election, and no voter may vote for 
more than two candidates at the No- 
vember election. The three candidates 
voted for at the Novemlier election 
who receive the highest number of 
votes will be the delegates.

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS 

THE ENGLISH SPABEOW AS A 
PEST 

The iW-pmlMticpii.s nf I In- lOn^lish 
Sparrow linvi 1 heroine so serious that 
the (.'OvorniiK'nt lias invost ijmti'il llie 
subject, ninl' lias issueil a lmllotiii 
called, "The Knjjlisli Sparrow as a 
Pest.'' This bulletin, No. 4!>.'i, is avail- 
able on request to the Department of 
Agriculture, and deals with the various 
methods of riddinf; a community of 
this nuisance. 

Most encoiirae;iiiy is the fact that 
flocks have been found to lie quite local, 
and instances are reported of gardens 
that were freed of sparrows by trap- 
ping, and remained free, though ueifjh 
boring gardens were still infested. 

Various methods of attacking the 
sparrow menace are recommended by 
the government. The systematic des- 
truction of their nests every ten or 
twelve days is helpful. But by far the 
best method is the use of the govern 
nient bait-trap, described in the bulle- 
tin. This work should only be under- 
taken by adults, and those thoroughly 
familiar with the birds, mid to be 
truly successful concerted effort in any 
community is most desirable. 

There are many towns and villages 
in the 1'nited States that have organ- 
ized bird-clubs, and rid their homes of 
bird enemies, and they are well repaid 
for their efl'ort. Meriden, New Hamp- 
shire has become a famous bird-sanc- 
tuarv, with the result that great flocks 
of chickadees, purple finches, cross-bills 
and juncos winter and feed there, and 
are as tame as our squirrels or pigeons. 

Meantime the first step in the rijrlit 
direction is to send for the government 
bulletin, follow directions, and see to 
it that at least this saucy foreigner 
remains without the boundaries of our 
gardens.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 

NARBERTH CIVIO 

ASSOCIATION. 



ARTICLE I. 
Section 1. Name. The name of this 
organization shall be The Narberth 
Civic Association. 

ARTICLE IX 
Section 1. Object. The object of this 
association shall be to improve and 
beautify the Borough and vicinity; to 
assist tin, 1 to co-operate with the author- 
ities in enforcing laws and ordinances; 
to promote any project having, for its 
purpose the betterment of -the commun- 
ity as^B whole; to. provide a means of 
acquiring and disseminating informa- 
tion on any .subject of . general inter- 
est; to'form- such subsidiary bodies un- 
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dcr its direction as may be needed to 
carry on its work; and to foster and 
maintain a fraternal spirit among the 
people of our community. 

ARTICLE III. 

, Section 1. Membership. All persons 

J residing in the Borough of Narberth are 
eligible to membership in this associn- 

; tion on payment of such dues and fees 
as are herein set forth, and are entitled 

t to attend meetings of the association 
and to avail themselves of its benefits. 
Applications for membership in this as- 
sociation from persons not residing in 
the Borough of Xarberth shall be sub- 

: mittcd to the Board of Directors, as 

. hereinafter constituted, for approval, 
and 011 such approval such applicants 
shall be admitted to such classes of 
membership in this association as they 
may elect, subject to the same dues and 
fees as are imposed upon resident mem- 
bers; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as 

' depriving any present member of the 
association in good standing of his or 
her membership therein. 

Section 2. Classes of Membership. 
Membership in this association shall 
consist of voting members, contributing 
members, sustaining members and hon- 
orary members; provided, however, that 
honorary membership shall be limited to 
persons who have held other classes of 
membership in the association and who 
shall have removed from the Borough 
of Narberth. 

Section 3. Voting Privilege. All 
paying members of this association 
shall tie privileged to vote. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Section 1. Dues. The annual dues 
of voting members shall be one dollar 
($1.00); of contributing members, two 
dollars ($2.00); of sustaining members, 
five dollars ($">.00) or more; payable at 
the time application is received, and 
annually thereafter at the time of the 
annual meeting. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. Officers. The officers of 
this association shall be paying mem- 
bers, and shall consist of a President, 
three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and 
a Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of 12 members. All shall be 
elected by ballot. The President, the 
Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer shall hold office for a term 
of one (1) year. No Directors shall be 
elected at the annual meeting to be 
held in the year 1921. and at succeeding 
annual meetings in the years 1922, 1923 
and 1924, four Directors shall be elect- 
ed in each year for the following terms 
of office: two for 2 years, one for 3 
years, and one for 4 years. 

Section 2. Executive Committee. The 
Board of Directors shall choose from 
their number four persons, who, with 
the President of the association, shall 
constitute an Executive Committe, of 
which the President shall be Chairman, 
which committee shall have power to 
transact any business of the Board; 
provided, that any act done by them 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors. 

Section 3. Meetings of the Board. 
There shall be regular meetings of the 
Board if Directors at stated times, as 
determined by the Board; provided, 
however, that such meetiugs shall be 
held at least once a month, excepting 
during the months of July and August. 
The President shall have the authority 
to call special meetings of the Board of 
Directors at such times as the business 
and interests of the association may re- 
quire; provided, however, that at least 
forty-eight (48) hours' notice in writ- 
ing shall be given each member of the 
Board of Directors of such special meet- 
ings. 

Section 4. Order of Business. At tho 
annual meeting of the association, and 
at the meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors, the order of business shall be as 
follows: 

1. Roll call. 

2. Reading of the minutes. 

3. Ke.)roits of otlicers. 

4. Reports of committees. 1 
o. Unfinished business. I 
li. Xevv business. I 

7. Nominations and election of of- ; 

ficers. 

8. Adjournment. 

ARTICLE VI. I 

Section 2. Special Meetings. There 
shall he no other stnted meetings of 1 
the association, but meetings shall bo j 
called by the President at any timo 
upon tho request of the Board of Di- 
rector or of the Executive (Niniinittce, 
or upon the written request of ten (10) 
paying members, who shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire the meeting to be called. 

Section 3. Notice of Meetings. When- 
ever a meeting is to be called it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary to issue 
n notice of the> time, place and object 
of such meeting. Such notice shall be 
issued as long before the date of the 
meeting ns circumstances permit in or- 
der that all members shall have rea- 
sonable opportunity to attend tho meet- 
ing, but in no case shall a meeting be 
convened on less than twenty-four (24) 
hours' notice. 

Section 4. Quorum of Members. 
Twenty paying members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VTI. 

Section I. Amendments. This consti- 
tution may be amended at any time by 
vote of two-tirdB of the members pres- 
ent and entitled to vote, provided 
thirty (30) days' notice in writing of 
the meeting and of the proposed amend- 
ments shall have Veen given.
